In a communicatiuii from Cochrane, 
Cooper and Schufield, iron ship builders, 
of Beverley, Yorkshire, Eng., tho fullow- 
iug rutuarks are made in regard to the 
newest appliance i for tishiiig. Like all 
other sliii.iiiiig it would ap|iear that iron 
and ate;im .■iro gradually replacing wuuil 
and sjiil, and a few years more will see 
the former in use in ever}' department of 
sea commerce. The liriu slates that 
"having observed in tho Fisliimj (-laze.He 
that Mr. .Iiihii Dyke, Li\erpool, was ap- 
pointed by your yovcrmiient to tind out 
the most improved aijpli.-inces for lishing, 
we wrote to that gentleiii;iii, and he ad- 
vises us to make our business known 
thn.UL'h yuu. We make a specialty of 
building iron lishing smacks and iron 
steam trawlers. Wo built six iron steam 
trawlers hist j'ear, all of wliicli aro doing 
very well, |)aying from twenty-live to 
thirty per cent ; in fact wc are persuaded 
that the steam lishing vessels will 
supersede the sailing ones just the same 
as they have done all through the mer- 
chant aorvico. These vessels aro fitted out 
with trawling guar on both aides and largo 
steam winch for heaving in the gear. One 
of those vessela will go out from Hull or 
(irinishy, will be out abmit ii week and 
Clime in with, mi an average, ,t'1.50 wurth 
uf tiah. \N'c could build and tit out one 
uf these vessels, 100x20x11, with engines 
tu drive her fully 10 knots, for the sum 
uf £';i,lir)IJ, delivered here with all lishing 
gear un hoard ready fur lishing.

Although our fishing interests are yet 
in their infancy, yet the government ex- 
pedition last year liruuglit their value and 
extent into promiiiDueo and the prospect- 
ing Iri]) to be made this year may rp.iult 
in the furiiialiiiig uf such da.... as will in- 
duce cipitaliala to venture into business 
on an extended scale. There have been 
inijuiries from lu'ominont eastern fishing 
men iw to openings hero, and a number 
will jieraonally investigate tho field this 
year. While it may bo a little iirematurc 
to suggest <iny delinitc tinn^ of action, 
the fact that the fishing interests would 
unduubtodly have their headquarters in 
this city should induce our business men 
tu ileviao some scheme whereby a com- 
pany could be formed to prosocnle lishing 
and lish curing, and lluis inaugurate 
what must in a few years become a most 
important industry. Tho character of 
tho coast, the strong currents and vari- 
able wind.s of the west of Vancouver Is- 
land, and the undoubted advantago of 
stcaiu propelling powor over sail, would 
seem lo indicate that such a vessel as 
described above would be a desirable 
class of craft for the work and if a schenio 
for hshiiig is consummated it would be 
wise to gain further information in regard 
til t lu'iu, ,su that any project might bo bo- 
gim under the most favorable oircuiu- 
htanccs.

Lee, ;t!)o tons, fourteen days frnm Hono- 
lulu, lias ari'ived at Seattle, ami is waiting 
for orders. 

Cai)t. Lee, in conversation with a re- 
porter regarding the rejtorted revolution- 
ui-y movomunts in the Flawaiian KinL;<lom, 
said: 

"The king's palace and government 
buildings are fortitied with cannon. All 
the vessels arriving in Honolulu are care- 
fully searched for arms and annnnintion. 

"The cause of tho pi'esent anticipated 
trouble is occasioned by the king LCraiiting 
the exclusive privilege of iiiii)orting ojiiuin 
into the islands to a wealthy Chinese tirm. 
The population is about evenly divided 
regarding war. Those who have property 
dealre ^g^ce, yet they do not countenance 
the king's actions. 

"The I'inteil .States gimbciat Adams 
arrived in Ibmuhilu .liiiie ISth, audit 
was currently leported that the oliieers 
^ere communicating with the shore by a 
telephone. Several other foreign war 
yessels were in jiort. " 

THP^ KING " DENOUNCED. 

Thu liarkinitiiie Scotch l.assit- arrived at 
Sftn FrimciHco froni UunoluUi on .Monday. 
There were no devolo|)inents in tho Haw- 
aiian affairs, but the.strengtli of the fool- 
ing of hostility to the government is man- 
ifested by the outspoken tonnB.in which the 
Hawaiian Gazette donoxmccH the king and 
his niinisti-j'. Thar paper in its issue of 
the 4th of .hnie charges, liditorially, t hat 
the king and his ministry have been ;!uiltj 
of accepting largo bribes, and then ai i ual 
ly swindling tho unfortunates whoui they 
had led into the illegal transactions. 1 11 
another jilace it sa^-s: ".A ruh')- is wanted 
who does not take bribes m- will not con- 
done or assist in the taking of bi ib(!.s by 
others." Altogether the whole tone of 
the Gazette shows thiit there is a bitter 
feeling of discontent which may break out 
into: a popular storm at any moment.

MANITOBA'S GOVBENOR. 

iVrrlval ofthe Uoii. J. O. Alkins and I'arty In 
■ Victoria. 

Hon, .1. C. Aikins, lieutunant-gDVornor 
of l\lanitoba, and party, consisting of 
Mrs. -Vikins, Miaa Somerset and L. C. 
Clarke, secretary to the governor, arrived 
on the Vosemitu hist evening and regis- 
tered at the Driard. 

The, Hon. James Cox Aikins' was born 
in the township of Toronto, county Peel, 
(Jutario, Jlarch 30, 182!5. He was udu- 
ited at N'ictoria college, Cobourg, and 
ontered public lifo in 1804-, by represent- 
ing his native county in. the Canadian 
Assembly, which be continued to do until 
1801. In tho following year he was 
elected a meni^rof the legislative coun- 
cil for the ''Home" division, comprising 
the counties of I'eel and Halton. He 
ciintinued to sit in the council until it was 
aholiahed by confederation, after which 
he w.as raised to the senate. In December, 
l.SliU, be hecaiiio a meniher of the privy 
council, and entered tho Macdorald gov- 
uriiiuent as secretary of state, rumaining 
in that ofiico until the fall of tho govern- 
ment in 1873. In 1872 be framed .•md 
carried through parliament the Public 
Lands Act of that year, and sulweipiently 
urganiised tho Dominiuu lands bureau, a 
department of goveriiinunt entrusted with 
the management of the lands aciiuired in 
the North-West, chielly from the Hud- 
sun's Buy company, a department which ia 
now controlled by the t.'anadian minister 
ofthe Interior. On the return of the, 
Macdoiiald i^o\ ernmeiit to power in 1H7H, 
.Seiial or .\ ik ms reaumod the purliolio of 
sccreiary of state, exchanging it two years 
later for the ollice of minister of iiihiml 
revenue. Since 1882 ho has been lieiit.- 
goveriior of the |uoviiice of Manitoba and 
dial rid id' Keew.atill. 

To a representative of Tin; Coi.o.N l.ST 
(hiveriior .-Vikins stated that his triple 
tho coast was one of ploasiire. From the 
little ho had so far soon of Victoria he 
WHS pleased with it. It had a solid, suli- 
stalili.al look about it, ,and hail a moat 
idiarming siliial ion. It w.as Ida intent ion 
to reni.ain acver.d days and visit .-ill |)lacca 
of interest. Referring to t he ilis;d|ou aiicc 
of the Manitoba railway to the boundary, 
the gov ernor said that this action was un- 
I icipated, butit w!is still the intention of 
the iirocincial L;ovcrimu,'iit to proceed 
with the work. They had let a contract 
to i^nergidic men, and a strong endeavor 
would be made to linisb the line this year. 

Winnipeg wa.s advancing in prosperity. 
The city had been wonderfully improved 
in the way of streets, sewerage, light, 
etc., and this had boon an incentive lo 
the eri'ctioii of many haiidhoine blocks. 
This ye.ir numerous line structures were 
in course of construction, and evidences 
were apparent that the city was in a stjito 
of healthy progress. 

The prospi'cts for .M.aiiitoli.a wcie never 
brighter. .\ imicli more e\l eiiaive acreage 
had been sown tin., ye;ir than ever before, 
and the weather had been .specially favor- 
.d lie to the gro\siiig ero]ia. The season 
had boon wet ami this was a guarantee 
that they would not be troubled by early 
fioHts. It was eslLmatod that there woulii 
be a snrplua crop of six or seven niillion 
bushels, and at ofl or (Jl) cents (ler bushel 
this meant the circiil.ation of a l.u'ge sum 
of iiioiiov, which Would be the means of 
pliicing a great number of the fanners in 
a iiiucb better position than formerly. 

(iovornor Aikins was delighted with the 
beauty of the Canadian Pacific route, and 
spoke highly of the grand work that liai 
been accoiiiphshed in Imilding the lom 
tliiiiir.:li the nil iiuii.aiii pisses.

1 also 
pointed out the dangers inoiirred by 
B[mHinodic changes of Uiriil", and more- 
over, the aggravating obstructions and 
annoyances which besot our intpurtura on 
this side in the course of thoir business 
with the customs department. 

Tlie recent visit of liispect<.)rs Wolff and 
McMichael will have duiibtlobs enabled 
tlioao ulheers to reiireselit to tho depart- 
inent tlie feeling so w'idely existing 
aiiioiigat coiniuercial men in this respect, 
and it is to be hoped that the department 
of trade and commerce recently oatablisb- 
ed or about to be establislieu by the gov- 
ernment, to supersede the doiiartinent of 
ininiBters of customs, will bring about 
changes so long and urgently reipiired. 

The Canadian Jnuraal af (!iiiiiii\rrce has 
this to say on the subject: 

"The vexatious and annoying disimtes 
between mercantile houses and the cus- 
tonis anthoritios wliich disturbed tho 
biisinoHS world la.st year will bavo a better 
chance of being settled amicidily by a 
nuuister charged with the care of commer- 
cial uiattiors than if brought before a min- 
ister of customs, who would look ujion it 
only from a customs ])oint of view. If 
the new minister will only devise some 
means by which tho present system of 
euatom house work can be rendered less 
coiiiplicated and vexatious, and more swift 
and simple, he will fully justify tho action 
of the government in establishing his 
office and will earn the gratitude of overy 
nierclmnt and iinporter
